This is an average payment per 
company of about $1,250,000, of 
which by far the largest share 
went to holders of common stocks 
in the companies. 

This does not include anything 
like the total dividend payments by 
all companies of this section of the 
automotive industry, as the pay- 
ments of many companies are not 
made public and as all of the avail- 
able payments have not been in- 
cluded. The aim of this compilation 
is simply to give a cross sectional 
view of the prosperity of the acces- 
sory and equipment manufacturers 
during the year and it is estimated 
that complete payments of divi- 
dends by all the manufacturers in 
this group reached at $100,- 
009,000 

In the 


least 


accompanying tabulation 
the payments have been taken from 
information believea to be reliable 
and accurate, although it has been 
difficult to state more than ap- 
proximate payments in some cases 
where additional stock was issued 
during the year and changes in div- 
idend payments made 

Among the forty companies, iwo 
reported divdend payments ex- 
ceeding $5,000,000, one, payments 
exceeding $4,000,000, two, dividends 
totaling more than $3,000,000, one, 
payments of more than $2,000,000, 
and eight, payments of more than 
$1,009,000. This brought the num- 
ber of companies paying more 
than $1,000,000 in dividends during 
the year to fourteen. 

The company among the forty in- 
cluded in this compilation to pay 
the largest amount in dividends was 
Electric Auto-Lite, with a total of 
$5,373,189 to its credit. Of this total 
$4,651,815 went to holders of com- 
mon stock in the shape of regular 
dividends, while another $930,363 
went to these holders as extra pay- 
ments in cash. The preferred pay- 
ment of this company amounted to 
only $291,011

PATRIOT BODY EXPECTS 
RECORD BUSINESS IN 1930 
Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 27.—E. M. 
Bailey, manager of the Patriot Man- 
ufacturing Company division of the 
Arrow Aircraft and Motors Corpora- 
tion, Havelock, Neb., returned this 
week from an automobile tour of 
western Nebraska and eastern Colo- 
rado, where he visited jobbers and 
dealers of Patriot commercial truck 
bodies.

IOWA TRUCK LICENSE NETS 
STATE OVER $39,450 FEES 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 27.—Motor 
trucks, engaged in public carrier 
business in this state have paid 
$39,450 into the state treasury in 
license fees under the new public 
carrier act, George McCaughan, 
secretary of the State Railroad Com- 
mission, has announced. Applica- 
tions have been received from 4,536 
carriers during the latter half of 
1929 and 3,354 listed thus far this 
year, a number considerably smaller 
than sponsors of the act estimated, 
and it is believed that about 7,500 
vehicles in the state will eventu- 
ally be paying fees under the legis- 
lation. Inspectors of the commis- 
sion are engaged in checkin 
throughout the counties of lists o 
carriers.

LVAN MACAULEY, president of the Packard Motor 
Car Company and also president of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, is a hard worker. He is al- 
ways at the forefront when anything threatens to affect the 
motor car business and he usually gets action on what he 
goes after. 

It seems that automobile manufacturers have been 
perturbed by the threatened action of France to adopt 
automobile tariffs by weight, which would work great 
hardships on American producers. So he immediately 
got in touch with eighteen manufacturers in this district 
and drafted a telegram, signed by all these men and sent 
to Senators James Couzens and Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
asking action by the Senate on the situation. 

Not content with this he immediately started for Wash- 
ington to hold conferences with noted legislators on the 
subject. 

It seems there is another angle to the situation which 
France has not taken into consideration, but which Mr, 
Macauley has been studying closely. There are approximately 
800 dedlers in France selling American motor cars. If the 
proposed French tariff is adopted it will affect these dealers 
and work a great hardship on them. 

At any rate American automobile manufacturers intend 
to do everything possible to induce France to reconsider bé- 
fore it takes final action on the new schedule. 

Americans say they do not object to France imposing 
an equitable tariff. They believe in it and are willing to co- 
operate to the fullest possible extent, and they are calling 
attention to the fact that they did not object to the reduction 
in the tariff on automobiles imported into this country. 

However, they do not want prohibitive schedules im- 
posed against them by any country.

; How Many Wheels? 


THE average man the question of how many wheels 
has a motor vehicle can bring only one answer, “Why, 
four, of course.” But a good many engineers would go into 
somewhat more detail and tell the questioner that in certain 
classes of motor transportation we may eventually find six 
wheels commoner than four. 
J. F. Winchester, who is superintendent of motor equip- 
ment for the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, an or- 
ganization that uses a great number of heavy units, holds 


that we are going to see a great development in the six 


wheeled type of vehicle. Mr. Winchester recently told the 
Pittsburgh section of the S. A. E. that for certain types of 
motor vehicle six wheels are more satisfactory equipment 


than four. 

This belief is based on the fact that a larger pay load 
ean be carried with a smaller gross weight involved on a 
six wheeled vehicle than on a four wheeled unit. This 
means that the six wheeled type of vehicle will exert a 
much less destructive effect on the road surface than will 
the traditional four wheeler. With our expenditures for 
highway improvement mounting as they are, it is impor- 
tant to reduce the destructive forces operating in road 
surfaces to their irreducible minimum. And there is no 
question that distributing the pay load over six wheels 
instead of four lessens the destructive forces exerted on 
the surface of the road.

We received 
considerable support from the trade in the movement and 
the campaign undoubtedly caused the destruction of a good 
many ancient “‘crocks” 
the public thoroughfares. 

However, important as the subject was at that time, its 
significance was nothing as compared with its present criti- 
cal character. The passing years lift us into periods when 
the production re cords of six or seven years back were run- 
ning far higher than in the years before. Every year now 
three or four million motor vehicles built six or seven years 
ago become ready for the scrap heap. These ancient crocks 
no longer are safe to be permitted to use the public roads. 
They endanger the lives of other users as well as those of 
their operators. It is perfectly evident that something must 
be done on a large scale to get these old relics on to the junk 
pile. 

Such old vehicles still have a remnant of transportation 
left in them and for that reason have a certain market value. 
This value runs under the $100 mark. It is a favorite trick 
of sharp buyers to acquire one of these things and turn it in 
to a dealer in exchange for a new purchase. Under recent 
conditions dealers had to take these battered ancients in 
trade and allow more money on them than they were worth. 
To get back some of this, the merchant has had to put these 
dangerous vehicles into circulation. 

To ask a hard-pressed dealer to bear the entire cost 
scrapping these obsolete cars is a little too much.

manufacturers now allow a sum of money on each car over 
a set age limit, which is sent to the junk heap. The engine 
is smashed beyond repair and the vehicle is permanently 


removed from the highways. 

While the extinction of the loss of value, so to speak, 
in these old crocks involves a certain amount of loss, it 
is not net loss, because every worn out car scrapped 
opens the way for the sale of a better unit. The man who 
would like to buy a $100 car, if he finds he cannot get one, 
will muster up enough money to get a $150 or a $200 
vehicle

scraping or filing the shim edges. 


With the bearings held by means}

The Furr automobile difectional 
device, made by Auto Signal Manu- 
facturing Corporation, Staunton, 
Va., is a mechanical and electrical 
turn, stop and caution signal for 
automobiles. 

The basic feature of the device is 
that the arrow resumes its neutral 
position automatically after the 
turn is made This action is ac- 
complished by a mechanical attach- 
ment inclosed in the hub of the 
steering wheel 

The signal is an appliance me- 
chanically operated by pressing a 
small lever located on the top of the 
steering wheel and in assembly with 
the spark, gas and light levers. The 
arrow is mounted at the rear of the 
car, on a bracket, in assembly with 
the tail lamp and number carrier 
on the left above the back quarter 
bumper, so as to be visible from the 
front as well as the rear. 

The turn, stop or caution signal 
is given by the movable flashing ar- 
row. When the lever on the steer- 
ing wheel is thrown direction is in- 
dicated, and the stop or caution light 
registers as the brake pedal is 
pressed. Contact is so arranged that 
the light flashes in the arrow with 
the speed of the car. The dimin- 
ishing frequency of flash indicates 
the slowing down of the car before 
coming to a dead stop and the sig- 
nal flashes on and off wher the 
brake pedal is pressed, regardless of 
the position of the arrow. 

The signal may be set by pushing 
the control lever to the right or left 
at any desired distance before a 
turn is to be made, and the signal 
automatically returns to a neutral! 
position as soon as the car goes 
straight ahead. This automatic fea- 
ture leaves both hands free for car 
eontrol 

The direction toward which the 
arrow points is distinctly visible 
from both front and rear for a dis- 
tance of more than three hundred 
feet. and never fails to attract in- 
stant attention Its use, it is 
claimed, enables the driver to con- 
form quickly and _ intelligently to 
motor traffic laws and rules relat- 
ing to stopping, turning and cau- 
tion, and the signal is indispensable 
when leaving the curb or turning 
out to pass traffic ahead. and _ its 
use conforms with all legal require- 
ments including the ordinance 
“That the hand be extended when 
turning. stopping or backing.”
